He 
is  alleged  to  have  attended  the  APialachin  meeting.  During 
the  past  90  days  this  installation  has  disclosed  that  Lanza 
is  in  regular  contact  with  Joseph  Cerrito,  the  subject  of 
intensified  investigation  in  San  Francisco,  and  with  Joe 
Bon&nno  of  Tucson,  Arizona,  another  prime  target  for  early 
prosecutive  action. 

Source  also  reported  that  the  subject  stated  that 
Dominick  Anzalone  should  go  to  work  instead  of  going  around 
in  silk  suits  and  Cadillacs.

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On  October  18,  1962,  JAMES  LANZA  and  his  brother 
ANTHONY  LANZA,  were  observed  by  Special  Agents  at  his 
office,  559  Washington,  as  they  were  preparing  to  enter 
the  automobile  of  ANTHONY  LANZA  en  route  to  their  homes 
in  San  Mateo,  California. 

SP  T-28  advised  on  November  21.  1962..  that 
JAMES  LANZA,  in  a  conversation  with  I 

I  related  that  ANTHONY  LANZA  and  his  wife  TONINO 
had  both  been  released  from  the  hospital  on  November  20, 
1962.  Informant  indicated  that  ANTHONY  LANZA  had  several 
X-Rays  taken  to  determine  whether  or  not  he  had  injured 
himself  in  a  fall  several  months  ago  and  also  to  check 
on  his  ulcer.  Informant  further  advised  that  Mrs. 

ANTHONY  LANZA  was  still  recovering  from  her  operation, 
but  had  been  permitted  to  return  home,  as  her  recovery 
has  been  very  satisfactory. 

ASSOCIATES 


Records,  of  the  County  Clerk,  Sacramento,  reflect 
that  NUNZIO MANNINA  died  in  Mercy  Hospital,  Sacramento, 

August  6,  1962.  He  was  born  May  18,  1874,  in  Italy, 
the  son  of  COSMO  MANNINA,  born  in  Italy,  and  BERNARDINE 
CARIPFO,  born  in  Italy.  He  was  self-employed  as  an  olive 
and  fruit  merchant  in  Sacramento,  California,  for  35  years 
and  resided  at  the  time  of  his  death  at  2748  43rd  Street. 

His  wife,  MARY  MANNINA  presently  resides  at  that  address. 

The  records  of  the  Retailers  Credit  Association, 
Sacramento,  made  available  by  |  |on  October  11,  be 

1962,  reflect  that  NUNZO  MANNINA  and  wife  MARY,  resided  at  b?c 
2748-43rd  Street,  Sacramento,  since  1938.  NUNZO  MANNINA 
retired  in  1953  after  being  self-employed  in  the  Olive  Oil 
business  for  over  thirty  years.  It  was  reported  to  Retailers' 
Credit  Association  in  i960  that  he  had  a  five  figure  bank 
account. 


There  is  no  record  of  NUNZO  MANNINA  in  the  files 
of  the  Sacramento  Police  Department  or  the  Sacramento  County 
Sheriff’s  Office. 

A  review  of  the  Sacramento  Bee  and  Sacramento 
Union  Newspapers  for  the  period  from  August  1,  1962,to  August 
10,  1962, fails  to  reflect  any  information  relating  to  the 
death  of  NUNZO  MANNINA. 
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The  f iles'  of  the  San  Francisco  Office  contain 
no  references  concerning  NUNZO  MANNINA  or  his  wife  MARY. 

SP  T-28  made  available  information  on  September 
25,  1962,  concerning  a  conversation  JAMES  LANZA  was  having 
with  his  brother  ANTHONY.  Informant  advised  that  JAMES 
LANZA  stated,  "He  had  made  a  call  from  a  pay  station  to  * 
JOE  GENOVESE  who  had  an  operation.  Ihe  operation  was 
for  a  cataract  on  his  eye."  Informant  advised  that  he 
had  no  further  details  concerning  this  telephone  call 
made  by  LANZA. 

JOSEPH  GENOVESE,  Tucson,  Arizona,  has  previously 
been  identified  in  this  investigation  as  the  father  of 
GREGORY  GENOVESE. 

SF  T-28,  on  October  5,  1962,  made  information 
available  indicating  that  JAMES, LANZA  had  received 
information  to  the  effect  that  BILL  SCIORTINO  had  been 
questioned  by  the  insurance  oompany  concerning  traffic 
citations  SCIORTINO  had  not  listed'  in  his  application 
for  the  "Safe  Driver  Plan. "  Informant  indicated  that 
JAMES  LANZA  had  several  conversations  with  SCIORTINO 
in  order  to  clarify  this  matter.  Informant  indicated  that 
all  conversations  between  the  above  two  appeared  to  refer 
only  to  this  insurance  matter  arid  no  pertinent  information 
was  devebped. 

WILLIAM  SCIORTINO  has  previously  been' identified 
in  this  investigation  as  a  close  associate  of.  JAMES 
LANZA  and  has  further  been  identified  as  "CAPO"  of  the 
Italian-Sicilian  Organization  in  San  Francisco. 

Oh  October  10,  1962,  information  was  made

This  property  is  next  to  the  Texaco  Oil  Company. "  Informant 
advised  that  he  was  unable  to  determine  why  this  information 
was  given  by  ANTHONY  LANZA  and  informant  was  unable  to 
determine  further  information  concerning  ROSALIE  DE  SIMONE. 

FRANK  DE  SIMONE  has  previously  been  identified 
in  this  investigation  as  one  who  attended  the  Apalachin 
meeting  on  November  14,  1957 ^  and  who,  on  the  night  of 
November  13,  1957 >  was  in  the  Casey  Hotel  in  Scranton, 
Pennsylvania,  with  JAMES  IANZA  and  others.

On  November  5,  1962,  SF  T-28  advised  that 
VITO  BRUNO  had  a  discussion  with  JAMES  LANZA  concerning 
MIKE  ABATI.  In  this  conversation,  JAMES  LANZA  indicated 
that  he  had  received  information  that  MIKE  ABATI  had 
passed  away  on  September  30^  1962,  at  Palermo,.

On  11/28/62  SF-2405-C*  made  information  available  indicating  fvl 
that  one,  GASPARE  ORLANDO  SCIORTINO,  was  telling  JAMES  LANZA  l  1 '  | 

and  ANTHONY  LANZA  that  he  was  interviewed  the  day  before  by  1 

someone  from  the  Immigration  S  Naturalization  Service  (INS). 

He  was  questioned  concerning  his  date  of  birth,  his  citizenship 
and  the  fact  that  he  had  been  out  of  the  United  States  for 
several  years  as  a  child  and  that  he  had  returned  to  the  United 
States  in  approximately  1921.  Informant  advised  that  during 
the  conversation,  SCIORTINO  admitted  that  he  was  born  under 
the  name  of  IGNACIO  ORLANDO  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  in  1904. 

He  admitted  that  he  used  this  name  on  his  passport  and  that  he 
had  changed'  the  name  when  he  came  to  California-  to  SCIORTINO. 

Informant  further  advised  that  SCIORTINO  was  great*ly  disturbed 
because  he  did  not  tell  the  immigration  investigator  that  his 
true  name  was  ORLANDO  and  therefore,  he  had  rushed  in  to  see 
JAMES  LANZA  so  that  they  could  help  him  get  his  birth  certificate. 
Informant  advised  that  TONY  LANZA  wrote'  a  letter  for  SCIORTINO 
requesting  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,

Durihg  this  same  conversation  informant  advised  that  SCIORTINO 
had  nothing  to  hide,  but  that  they  probably  could  get  him  on 
some  technicality  for  voting  under  the  name  of  SCIORTINO. 

LANZA  then  made  the  statement,  "They  do  anything  purposely 
to  hook  you,  but  if  they  should  come  now  again y  ask  me  for 
something  else,  I’ll  tell  them  to  get  the  hell  out.  They  try

last  couple  of  months.  In  this  same  conversation  they  talked 
about  MIKE  ABATI  and  the  fact  that  he  WaS  '58  or  59  at  the  time 
he  died  on  9/5/62. 

The  death  notices  of  11/30/62  reveal  that  GIUSEPPE  MAITA  had 
died  on  11/29/62  at  age  75.  He  is  a  brother  of  PHILIP  MAITA, 
who  is  a  close  associate  and  friend  of  JAMES  LANZA.  Informa¬ 
tion  concerning  PHILIP  MAITA  has  previously  been  furnished  the 
Bureau. 

On  12/3/62  SF-2405-C*  made  available  Information  concerning  a 
foreign  Cpnviersation  between  JAMES  LANZA  and  an  individual 
only  known  by  the  name  of  JOE;  This  JOE  appeared  to  be  from 
the  San  Jose,  Calif,  area  and  was  quite  familiar  with  some  of 
the  same  associates  of  JAMES  LANZA.  LANZA  was  reiterating  his 
conversation  of  several  months  ago  with  the  Internal  Revehue 
agent  who  was  questioning  him  concerning  JOE  BONANNO..  The 
agent  had  asked  JAMES  LANZA  if  he  had  knownJOE  BONANNO  and  the 
extent  of  his  association  with  him.  JAMES  LANZA  advised  that 
he  had  met  BONANNO  a  couple  of  times  at  his  son-in-law's. 

LANZA  then  stated,  "Know,  him  through  cousin,  JOE  GENOVESE, 
who's  a  good  friend  of  mine.  Done  business  with  him  long  time." 
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Investigation  has  previously  determined  that  JAMES  LANZA  has 
purchased  cherries  from  a  FRANK  JOSEPH  GENOVESE  at  Cupertino, 
Calif.,  which  is  near  San  Jose.  JOE  BONANNO's  son-in-law  is 
GREGORY  GENOVESE,  who  is  related  to  FRANK  JOSEPH  GENOVESE. 

Later  on  in  the  conversation,  JAMES  LANZA  had  asked  the  JOE 
first  mentioned  if  he:  had  seen  JOE  GENOVESE  and  the  reply  was 
in  the  negative.  JAMES  LANZA  then  stated,  "He  moved  to  Stockton, 
bought  land  in  Stock-ton.-  He  bought  it  outright  when  he  sold 
his  place  in  Cupertino." 

The  individual  known  as  JOE  GENOVESE,  operator  of  a  cherry 
orchard,,  has  previously  been  identified  as  a  member  of  the 
Italian-Sicilian  Organization  of  San  Francisco. 

In  this  -same  conversation  JAMES  LANZA  was  talking  about  being 
questioned  by  Immigration  and  in  this  conversation  he  stated, 
"They  asked  me  how  I,  got  my  citizenship-."  LANZA  then  stated, 

"I  told  them  I  was'  citizen  through  my  father.  He  was  born  in 
Italy.  They  wanted  to  know  if  Vincenzo  Mariano  (.Lanza!  and 
I  were  the  same  'person,  1  told  them*  same  man." 

The  investigation  of  LANZA  conducted  by  INS  in  Palermo,  Italy 
reflects  that  JAMES  LANZA’s  birth  certificate  shows  his 
name  to  b.e  MARIANO  VINCENZO  LANZA.

James  Joseph  Lanza  is  a  prominent  west  coast  hoodlum 
who  is  alleged  to  have  attended  the  Appalachin  meeting.  Lanza 
is  well  acquainted  with  Joseph  Cerrito  and  Dominic  Anzalone, 
both  of  whom  are  subjects  of  intensified  investigation  and 
prominent  in  the  organized  Italian  underworld  group  in 
California.  Lanza  is  likewise  aquanted  with  Joseph  Bonanno, 
who  currently  resides  in  Tucson,  Arizona,  and  who  is  a  member 
of  the  "commission." 


This  misur  which  is  located  in  Lanza’s  place  of  business 
in  San  Francisco  has  been  in  operation  for  over  two  years  and 
has  furnished  information  regarding  all  facets  of  Lanza's 
activity.  Source  has  recently  reported  the  concern  expressed  by 
Lanza  regarding  interviews  being  conducted  by  the  San  Francisco 
Office  of  the  various  members  of  the  organized  Italian  under¬ 
world  group.

William  Bonanno  is  the  son  of 
Joseph  Bonanno  and  Frank  DeSimone  is  the  Los  Angeles  attorney 
who  attended  the  Appalachin  meeting.

JAMES  LANZA,  in  San  Mateo.  No  other  cars  were  observed  at  this 
location. 

On  March  22,  1963,  JAMES  LANZA  entered  into  a  con¬ 
versation  with  BILL  SCIORTINO  in  which  they  discussed  the  fact, 
at  great  length,  that  SCIORTINO  '  s  cousin  I  ~l  was 

being  questioned  by  Immigration  Authorities.  Informant  indicated  be 
that  both  ANTHONY  and  JAMES  LANZA  sympathized  with  SCIORTINO  b?c

formant  advised  that  JAMES  LANZA  just  laughed  and  stated,  "Well, 
they  can't  do  that  unless  you  tell  them  a  lie  or  something." 

Informant  advised  that  this  conversation  continued 
for  sometime  and  included  one  JOSEPH  GENOVESE,  who  LANZA  described 
as  formerly  living  at  San  Jose,  California,  but  now  lives  in 
Stockton,  California.  They  discussed  the  relationship  of  JOE 
GENOVESE  to  PHILIP  MAITA  and  LANZA  indicated  that  JOSEPH  CERRITO 


On  March  15,  1963,  SF  T-28  advised  that  JAMES'  LANZA 
is sion  with  DAN  MARINI  indicated  that  STEVE  ZOCCOLI' 
were  coming  to  his  house  to  play  cards  that  night*. 
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had  entered  into  a  conversation  several  years  ago  concerning 
GENOVESE  and  the  problems  he  was  having  with  "another  woman." 
Informant  indicated  that  this  Incident  must  have  happened  several 
years  ago.  JAMES  LANZA  then  described  all  of  .the  troubles  that 
DOMINICK  ANZALONE  was  having  with  the  Immigration?- people  and 
stated,  "Down  there,  they  watch  every  move  he  makes,  when  he 
goes  to  play  cards,  know  when  he  calls  JOE  and  whdn  he  calls 
MAGGIO',  know  when  he  goes  to  Redwood  City,  even  to  the  point; 
when  he  comes  to  my  house  to  play  cards." 

The  above  named  individuals  have  previously  been 
identified  in  reports  submitted  in  this  investigation. 

The  informant  advised  that  LANZA  indicated  to  SCIORTINO 
that  someone  had  related  that  LANZA  had  recently  sold  their 
place  on  Bush  and  Fillmore  Streets.  JAMES  LANZA  then  indicated 
that,  "they"  either  got  this  information  from  income  tax  figures 
or  "they  could  have  the  phones  tapped."  LANZA  then  stated, "in 

San  Jose,  TURIDO  MARINO,,  ANGELO,  JOE  CERRITO,  DOMINICK  - 

they  got  their  eyes  on  them,  especially  DOMINICK.  They  want  to

On  April  8,  1963;,  LANZA  made  available  information  to 
SF  T-28  that  VITO  BRUNO  was  leaving  that  day  from  San  Francisco 
via  New  York  City  and  then  to  Italy.  LANZA  indicated  in  his 
conversation  with  the  informant  that  VITO  was  planning  on  visit¬ 
ing  Palermo,  Italy  and  that -he  would  be  gone  for  about  a  month. 
Information  concerning  VITO  BRUNO  has  previously  been  furnished 
in  Subject  Investigation. 

On  April  19,  1963,  SF  T-28  made  available  Information 
indicating  that  JAMES  LANZA  advised  his  brother  that  GASPARE  0. 
(BILL)  SCIORTINO  had  to  go  to  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  (IRS). 
LANZA  then  remarked  to  the  informant,  "They’ll  get  him  one  way 
or  the  other,  once  they  go  after  you,  they  push  you  from  one 
department  to  the  other.

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On  May  6,  1963  JAMES  LANZA  advised  the  informant 
that  he  had  received  a  letter  from  MIKE  ABATI’ s  wife  in 
Palermo,  Italy.  Informant  stated  that  apparently  the  letter 
had  to  do  with  monies  that  were  due  to  the  estate  of  MIKE 
ABATI  who  had  passed  on  in  Italy  In  September,  1962. 

Informant  advised  that  LANZA  contacted  HENRY  IRVING, 

SR.  who  took  over  the  Oro  Olive  Oil  Company  from  MIKE  ABATI. 
Informant  advised  that  the  contraxt  which  was  signed  just  prior” 
to  ABATI1 s  deportation  set  forth  the  amounts  that  HENRY  IRVING 
was  to  pay  MIKE  ABATI  over  a  two  year  period  and  that  the  money 
was  to  be  earned  from  the  manufacture  and  production  of  olive 
oil  but  MIKE  ABATI  was  not  to  share  the  expenses  of  such 
production  and  this  was  not  to  be  deducted  from  his  share  of 
the  money.  Informant  stated  that  JAMES  LANZA  indicated  to  him 
that  it  was  LANZA’s  opinion  that  IRVING  is  trying  to  cut  some 
of  this  profit  to  help  pay  for  the  expenses. 

Informant  related  that  JAMES  LANZA  was  explaining 
this  situation  to  ANTHONY  LANZA  and  ANTHONY  stated,  "He’ll  get 
into  trouble  alright  if  he  doesn’t  pay  according  to  the  agreement." 
JAMES  then  stated,  "He  gave  an  agreement  to  the  Internal  Revenue 
people  and  he  sure  can  * t  get  away  with  anything  like  that . "

ing  property  located  at  404  Palm  Avenue  in  which  a  discrepancy 
of  some  $500  occurred.  Informant,  advised  that  I  I  indicated 

that  the  LANZAs  had  received  a  discount  of  $500  ."and  that  another 
item  on  the  same  property  had  been  paid  in  full  in  the  amount  of 
$2265.79. 


From  this  discussion  it  was  indicated  that  the  loan 
referred  to  previously  in  the  amount,  of  $42,000,  which  was  re¬ 
financed,  may  refer  to  this  property  in  Milbrae,  as  there  had 
been  a  previous  reference  to  a  discount  of  $500  being  received 
on  the  refinancing  of  the  loan. 
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On  March  22,  1963  informant  advised  that  the  property 
owned  by  the  LANZA  brothers  at  Bush  and  Fillmore  Streets  had 
been  sold  to  the  Anchor  Realty  Company  of  San  Francisco  and  that 
the  sale  would  be  completed  on  April  1,  1963. 

On  April  8,  1963*  informant  advised  that  ANTHONY  LANZA 
had  received  a  notice  from  the  Assessor’s  Department  of  the 
City  of  San  Francisco,  demanding  questions  be  answered  concerning 
their  property  at  Bush  and  Fillmore.  Informant  advised  that 'both  be 
JAMES  and  ANTHONY  LANZA  became  very  upset  and  immediately  called  b7 

the  man  who  handled  the  sale  of  the  property  and  wanted 
to  Know  from  him  whether  or  not  they  were  legally  bond  to  give 
all  the  answers  that  were  requested. 

LANZA  indicated  this  was  confidential  information  and 
all  the  Assessor  had  to  know  was  the  sale  price  of  the  property 
as  it  appeared  on  the  tax  stamps  and  that  any  of  the  other  items  bg 

which  were  handled  in  the  sale  transaction  were  none  of  their  b7c 

business.  Informant  indicated  that  f  1  advised  them  that 

to  his  knowledge  all  that  was  necessary  was  the  sale  price  as  it 
appeared  on  the  tax  stamp. 

The  Assessment  Role  City  and  County,  City  Hall,  were 
reviewed  on  April  18,  1963.  The  record  reveals  that  the  property 
located  at  Bush  and  Fillmore  Street  in  1962  had  a  total  value 
of  $14,710.  This  property  was  purchased  on  June  23,  1941  and  was 
listed  in  the  name  of  ROSE  M.  LANZA.  The  record  shows  that  this 
property  was  sold  on  March  15,  1963  to  the  Anchor  Realty  Company, 

San  Francisco. 


The  records  also  reveal  that  the  property  at  1719  Union 
Street  was  purchased  June  1,  1961  and  was  listed  in  the  names  of  be 
JAMES  and  JOSEPHINE  LANZA.  ANTHONY  and  TONINA  LANZA.  This  b7c 

assessed  at  $8270.  This  property  was  sold  to  M. 
on  April  1,  1963. 

SF  T-28.  advised  on  April  10,  1963  that  JAMES  LANZA 
had  made  arrangements  to  handle  a  deal  concerning  the  sale  of 
real  estate  between I  I  who  t  , 

resides  in  San  Mat e o,  California.  Informant  indicated  that  the  b7c 
sale  or  transfer  of  property  would  amount  around  $42, OOObut  no 
further  information  was  available  to  the  informant  concerning 
the  details  of  this  transaction. 
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During  the  past  few  weeks  the  LANZAs  continue  to  be 
interested  In  purchasing  property  and  also  making  loans  for  the 
purchase  of  real  estate  and  ANTHONY  LANZA  in  a  conversation 
remarked,  "We  can't  make  any  loans  over  two  or  three  years, 
we  know  we  are  going  to  kick  off  some  day,  but  that  is  all  I  know. " 
Informant  was  unable  to  determine  the  identity  of  the  person  to  whom 
this  remark  was  made. 

On  May  1,  1963,  informant  advised  that  ANTHONY  and 
JAMES  LANZA  started  an  arguement  over  a  transaction  involving 
$50.  The  item  was  in  a  contract  and  ANTHONY  LANZA  had,  changed 
it  from  $100  to  $50  and  this  made  JAMES  Very  mad.  Informant 
stated  that  the  Verbal  arguement  continued  for  about  20  minutes, 
each  one  accusing  each  other  of  not  doing  the  right  thing,  ANTHONY 
accusing  JAMES  of  only  thinking  about  "gambling"  and  not  paying 
ary  attention  to  business. 

Informant  stated  that  JAMES  LANZA  became  so  mad  ’  that 
he  left  the  office  and  returned  sometime  later  in  the  day'.  Informant 
advised  that  this  has  been  the  second  or  third  time  that  the  two 
brothers  have  entered  into  verbal  arguements  and  on  each  occasion 
JAMES  LANZA  threatens  to  leave  the  business  and  let  ANTHONY  LANZA 
handle  all  of  the  transactions  himself.  Informant  advised  that 
when  JAMES  LANZA  returned  to  the  office  they  again  seemed  to  be 
talking  on  friendly  terns.

They  send  the  Internal 
Revenue  here  checking  up." 

On  May  3,  1963,  SF  T-28,  advised  that  JAMES  and  ANTHONY 
LANZA  were  talking  about  the  visit  of  the  Internal  Revenue  man 
;and  JAMES  LANZA  related  that  "Special  account,  you  tell  them  you 
don't  have  one  and  the  next  day  they  find  one,  they  gotcha. . .let 
them  look  for  one . . . you  betcha . " 
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On  April  11,  1963,  I _  Revenue 

Agent,  Internal  Revenue  Service,  advised  that  an  audit  would,  be 
made  of  the  Federal  Income  Tax  accounts  of  the  LANZA  brothers, 
as  well  as  the  accounts  of  JAMES.  ANTHONY.  ROSE  LANZA  and  the 
members  of  their  families.  |  j stated  that  he  had  advised  the 
LANZA  brothers  by  mail  of  the  contemplated  audit. 

On  April  10,  1963,  SF  T-37  advised  that  he  had  been 
spending  a  considerable  amount  of  time  away  from  his  office  and 
he  had  just  returned  from  Washington,  D.C,  He  stated  that  he 
had  not  been  in  contact  to  anv  extent  with  JAMES  LANZA  but  he

Informant  advised  that  he  had  received  no  further 
information  from  the  LANZAs  concerning  BILL  SCIORTINO  and  the 
trouble  he  was  having  with  immigration.

This 
address  was  still  vacant  and  all  signs  had  been  removed  from  the 
windows  indicating  that  LANZA  was  now  the  only  one  handling  the 
rental  of  this  property.

It  has  been  previously  stated  in  this  report  that 
ANTHONY, LANZA  *  s  wife,  ANTHONY  LANZA  and  ROSE  LANZA  may  travel 
to  Las  Vegas,  Nevada,  on  Saturday,  May  25,.  1963  for  a  few  days 
vacation . 

SF  T-28  advised  on  May  17,  1963  that  JIMMY  LANZA 
indicated  the  possibility  that  JOE  MARCONI  may  also  travel  to 
Las  Vegas  with' ANTHONY  LANZA. 

There  has  been  no  information  available  to  indicate 
that  JAMES  LANZA >is  contemplating  any  travel  away  from  this 
area  at  the  present  time.

On  September  19,  1963*  SF  2405-C*  furnished  information 
concerning  a  foreign  conversation  which  was  translated  and  reveals 
that  JAMES  LANZA  had  met  JOE  MARCONI  and  they  discussed  in  genera] 
the  fact  that  the  Government  was  spending  a  lot  of  money 
especially  "like  this  young  punk  the  Attorney  General,  he  spends 
tax  money  bringing  people  back  to  Washington  before  the  Grand 
Jury  and  asking  who  they  make  bets  with.  You  cannot  make  inter¬ 
state  bets  or  you  violate  the  Federal  law."  JAMES  LANZA  related 
how  some  people  were  law  abiding  and  how  others  had  nothing  to  do 
but  see  if  they  could  break  -the  law  and  he  mentioned  that  one  fj 
night  his  deceased  father  was  leaving  his  place  of  business,  a 
wholesale  house  (New  York  City),  and  some  of  these  law  breakers-1 
descended  upon  him.

On  September  13,  1963,  information  was  received 
indicating  that  JAMES  LANZA  and  JOSEPH  CERRITO  had  met  near  the 
■office  of  the  Subject.  Informant  advised  that  during  the 
conversation,  CERRITO  commented  that  the  "Cosa  Nostra"  thing 
in  the  papers  is  merely  political;  that  the  Kennedys  want  to 
stay  in  power  as  long  as  they  can;  that  "this  thing"  down  South 
doesn’t  make  them  happy.  LANZA  advised  CERRITO  of  his  experiences 
with  the  Internal  Revenue  who  recently  checked  his  books  and  he 
also  told  CERRITO  of  the  fact  that  the  FBI  had  paid  a  -visit  to 
BILL  SCIORTINO  in  San  Francisco  and  were  asking  him  about  who 
attended  the  funeral  at  San  Jose,  California.  Information  has 
previously  been  furnished  concerning  the  funeral  of  VINCENZO 
FI GLIA  at  San  Jose. 

Informant  added  that  both  CERRITO  and  LANZA  seemed 
to  be  quite  disturbed  because  of  the  recent  revelation  concerning 
the  Cosa  Nostra  and  CERRITO  made  the  statement  that  he  had  been

Informant  further  revealed  that

DOMINICK  ANzAlONE  in  his  recent  hearing  before  the  Immigration 
Service  in  San  Francisco. 

On  September  13,  1963,  LANZA  indicated  to  informant  that 
he  never  calls  anybody  from  his  office  or  at  home;  that  he  is 
always'  careful  to  call  from  outside  unless  it  is  on  business. 

On  October.  4,  1963,  JOE  MARCONI  and  JAMES  LANZA  had 
discussed  their,  plans  for  the  poker  game  at  MARCONI’S  house  and 
then  they  entered  into  a  conversation  concerning  the  statements 
made  by  JOE  VALACHI.  It  was  indicated  that  the  name  of  MARINO 
.or  MARINI  ,from  New  York  had  been  mentioned,  but  JAMES  LANZA 
indicated  he  did  not  recognize  either  name  and  they  continued 
their  conversation  concerning  Cosa  Nostra  people  in  the  State 
of  California.  LANZA  stated  "Yeh,  all  the  good  ones  in  the  North 
and  the  bad  ones  in  the  South."  This  refers  to  a  stater.ent  by 
the  State’s  Attorney^  General  STANLEY  MOSK  which  appeared  in  the 
San  Francisco  newspapers  indicating  that  the  members  in  Southern 
California  in  the  La  Cosa  Nostra  were  young  hoodlums  and  those 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  state  were  businessmen  who  had 

and  were  respected  by  their  neighbors. 
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In  this  same  conversation,  LANZA  referred  to  MARINO  and  DOM 
(ANZALONE),  remarking  that  the  FBI  is  still  watching  these  two 
guys. 


Informant  advised  that"  in  their  conversation,  LANZA 
referred  to  the  young  members  of  the  organization  as  mentioned  by 
VALACHI,  indicating  that  when  they  were  given  $500  or  $1,000, 
they  would  do  anything  even  to  the  extent  of  shooting  someone. 
LANZA  then  added  that  "that’s  a  mistake  these  people  make. 

JAMES  LANZA  then  referred  to  the  jurisdiction  between  Brooklyn 
and  New  York  and  recalled  that  each  one  could  take  care  of 
themselves.  He  added’  that  GENOVESE  was  the  one  who  handled 
narcotics  and  indicated  that  he  was.  presently  in  the  penitentiary. 

On  October  9,  1963  informant  advised  that  JAMES  LANZA 
had  indicated  to  him  that  VALACHI  was  a  rotten  person  and  because 
of  his  background  nobody  would  believe  him.  However,  he  did 
state  that  VALACHI  will  make  trouble  for  the  people  he  is 
mentioning. 


On  October  11,  1963,  informant  advised  that  JAMES 
LANZA  had  met  VITO  BRUNO  and  they  were  discussing  the  information 
appearing  in  the  newspapers  concerning  VITO  GENOVESE.  In 
this  discussion,  JAMES  LANZA  indicated  that  GENOVESE  was  a 
Caporegine  and  that  he  had  been  given  a  fifteen-year  sentence  on 
a  narcotics  conviction.  LANZA  then  told  VITO  that  JOE  VALACHI 
had  indicated  in  his  testimony  that  he  "doesn’t  know  anyone  here 
who  associated  with  it." 


On  November  1,  1963,  informant  reported  that  JAMES  LANZA 
had  met  BOB  GARIOTO  and  that  they  had  had  lunch  together.  GARIOTO 
indicated  to  the  informant  that  he  had  recently  lost  his  wife 
and  that  apparently  he  was  staying  in  the  San  Francisco  area. 
GARIOTO  had  also  indicated  he  wanted  to  take  a  trip  but  the 
informant  was  unable  to  determine  just  what  his.  destination  was.

On  November  4,  1963,.  JAMES  LANZA  met  with  JOSEPH 
CERRITO  and  they  discussed  the  insurance  business  and  the  fact 
that  CERRITO  was  taking  an  examination  for  an  insurance  broker's 
license  and  that  he  would  have  to  go  to  1407  Market  Street 
in  order  to  take  this  examination.  CERRITO  advised  LANZA  that 
after1  his  license  is  obtained,  he  will  be  in  a  position  to  sell 
insurance  coverage  to  his  customers  who  purchase  automobiles  from 
him. 


On  November  12,  1963,  informant  advised  that  TONY  LANZA 
had  been  called  by  a  I  1  of  the  Immigration  and 

Naturalization  Service  for  information  concerning  JOSEPH  GALLO  b6 
whom  they  were  investigating.  Informant  advised  that  ANTHONY  b7c 
LANZA  had  been  a  witness  for  GALLO  at  the  time  he  secured  his 
citizenship  papers. 

On  November  13,  1963,  |  ~|  Immigration  and 

Naturalization  Service,  advised  that  ANTHONY  LANZA  appeared  b6 
at  the  office  of  the  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service  in  b7c 
San  Francisco  at  8:30  AM  that  morning  and  had  given  a  statement 
to  I  concerning  information  in  his  possession  as 

to  the  present  activities  of  JOSEPH  GALLO  who  was  located  at 
San  Jose,  California. 

Informant  advised  on  November  13,  1963  that  JAMES 
LANZA  and  his  brother,  ANTHONY,  were  quite  upset  over  the 
interview  at  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service.  JAMES  LANZA, 
of  course,  was  trying  to  tell  ANTHONY  LANZA  how  he  should  have 
answered  all  of  the  questions  asked  of  him  by  the  Immigration 
Service.  V7ith  reference  to  the  questions,  ANTHONY •  LANZA 
indicated  that  they  had  asked  him  whether  or  not  JOE  GALLO  was  a 
member  of  the  Mafia.  At  the 'tine  this  statement  was  made, 

JAMES  LANZA  said  "Of  course  not.  You  don't  know  if  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Mafia."  ANTHONY  LANZA  indicated  to  the 
Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service  that  he  had  not  seen 
GALLO  for  several  years  and,  therefore,  he  did  not  know  anything 
about  his  activities  nor  did  he  know  where  he  was  located  at  the 
present  time.  In  fact,  ANTHONY  LANZA  indicated  he  did  not  know  the 
prior  to-'seekingo'-:  citizenship*  GALLO  had  been  arrested  and  had 
a  criminal  record. 

On  November  7,  1963,  informant  advised  that.  ANTHONY  and 
JAMES  LANZA  were  discussing  a  loan  to  an  individual  by  the  name

On  12/6/63,  SP  2405-0*  advised  that  ANTHONY  LANZA  and 
HENRY  LANZA  had  lunch  with  HENRY  IRVING  who  has  previously  been 
described  as  the  owner  of  the  Pro  Olive  Oil  Company.  IRVING 
Indicated  that  his | I in  Los  Angeles  had  been 
having  trouble  with  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  (IRS)  in  that 
there  was  a  question  of  a  delay  to  avoid  paying  a  tax  payment . 
LANZA  indicated  that  IRS  is  using  this  as  ah  excuse  to  harass 
them  and  added  that  about  six  months  ago  IRS  had  looked  over 
LANZA's  books,,  even  to  looking  over  the  checks  for  the  year  of 
1-960-1961.  LANZA  indicated  that  he  got  a  letter  from  IRS  saying- 
that  they  were  exhibiting  “our  records.”  LANZA  then  made  the 
remark  to  IRVING  “they  didn't  even  look  over  their  records,  only 
the  checks.”  LANZA  then  stated  to  IRVING,  "If  you  have  any  more 
trouble  with  Internal  Revenue,  just  let  roe  know.”

The  following  is  a  summary  of  information  furnished* by 
SF  2405-C*  for  the  period  1/7/64  to  1/15/64. 

On  1/8/64,  informant  made  available  information 
indicating  that  JAMES  LANZA  met  with  JOE  MARCONI.  Informant 
stated  that  they  discussed  the  death  of  CARL  E.  AHLBERG,  whom 
LANZA  described  as  a  very  close  friend  of  his  and.  that  he  had 
known  him  for  several  years  as  the  Vice-President  of  the  Wells- 
Fargo  Bank,  San  Francisco.  Informant  stated  that  MARCONI  and 


LANZA  discussed  the  ability  of  _ 

market  frits,  which  were  usually  very  good.

Informant  advised  that  LANZA 
had  made  plans  to  meet  ZOCCOLI,  after  which  they  were  going  to 
the  home  of  I  I  where  they  would  play  poker.

advised  that  he  was. unable. to  furnish  any  further  Information 
concerning  this  meeting. 
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On  1/14/64,  Informant  advised  that |  _ I  -  , 

the  accountant  who  handles  income  tax  matters  for  the  LANZA 
brothers,  had  paid  a  visit  to  the  LANZA  office.  Informant 
advised  that  ANTHONY  LANZA  had  made  available  information 
-  to  I  indicating  that  the  LANZA'S  had  sold  the  property 

at  Bush  and  Fillmore  Streets  for  $100,000.  He  stated  the 
money  was  split  three  ways,  and  that  they  had  held  this 
property  since  1945'.  The  profit  on  this  transaction  was  very  b6 
,  big.  ANTHONY  LANZA  also  advised  that  they  had  sold  the  b7c 

property  on  Union  Street  for  $60>000,  adding  that  they  had 
held,  this  property  for  two  years  and  had  originally  paid 
$40,000.  ProfiCSdh  ofi  this  sale  was  to  be  split  between 
ANTHONY  and  JAMES  LANZA.  Information  concerning  the  above 
transactions  has  previously  been  furnished  to  the  Bureau. 

Informant  advised  that  ANTHONY  LANZA  seemed  quite 
disturbed  that  they  should;  have  filed  an  amendment  to  their 
income  tax  return  to  show  the  increase  in  profit  made  as  it 
is  ANTHONY'S  understanding  that  they  will  now*  be  .charged;  With  • 
penalties  for  hot  reporting  this  information.
